SNAPDRAGON CULTURE 


SOIL PREPARATION 

A loose, porous soil containing about one-fourth peat moss 
by volume has been satisfactory in many ranges. Add 
four or five pounds of superphosphate per 100 square feet 
of bench area before planting. Thoroughly steam sterilize 
at least once a year, preferably after cutting off the sum- 
mer flowering crop. Make sure the soil is uniformly moist 
and that a temperature of 180 deg. F. is maintained for at 
least one-half hour. Over-steaming will not harm the soil. 


SEED GERMINATION 

Snapdragon seeds should germinate in about seven days 
from the time they are sown. Maintain a constant tem- 
perature of 65 to 70 deg. F. and keep the medium uni- 
formly moist especially the top one-half in the flat. 

Use neutral peat which has been shredded and screened, 
or any other loose, porous mixture for your propagating 
medium. For surest results, the mixture should be steam 
sterilized in the flats before sowing the seeds. When the 
seeds have germinated, give them increasingly more sun 
and ventilation. 


DIRECT BENCHING 

Consistently good results have been obtained by direct 
benching from seedling flats. You can do this safely about 
three weeks from the sowing date. Direct benching saves 
time and labor and invariably results in more vigorous 
plants, since there is no hardening or check in growth 
as sometimes happens when seedlings have been banded 
or potted. 


FERTILIZATION 
Maintain a level of about 20 ppm nitrogen and potash 
(Spurway) during the early stages of growth. Gradually 
taper off nitrogen feedings when spikes appear. Liquid 
feedings of 15-30-15, 20-20-20, etc., one every two weeks, 
are adequate at the rate of one ounce in five gallons of 
water (one-half pound per 100 gallons). 
Summer-flowering crops should be fed heavier than the 
above schedule to keep pace with the faster rate of growth.

CULTURAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


Sowing time and temperature. In the early spring, 
given a 60° temperature, the minimum time sow to 
direct bench is five weeks. At higher temperatures 
three to four weeks are required. 


Bench to cut. Single stem June through mid-July crops 
require twelve to ten weeks. Later crops flower in ten 
to eight weeks. 


Spacing. Single stem culture at spacing of approxi- 
mately 4” x 4” are recommended. 


No shading of the glass can be recommended. Full 
exposure to summer sun has always been used in 
previous years of testing with the possible exception 
of protection immediately after benching. 


Based on direct benching, our general experience on 
timing in the greenhouse is: 

Sow Bench Flower 

February 4 March 11 June 17 

April 8 May 6 July 15 

May 20 June 17 August 19 

June 17 July 15 September 16 


EFFICIENCY IN SNAPDRAGON VARIETIES 

The classification of snapdragon varieties should be based on their 
response to a given temperature, 

Many of our so-called winter-flowering varieties are outstanding in 
the spring program. Many of the so-called spring varieties can be 
flowered in winter if the higher proper temperature and longer timing 
environments are provided. The summer, high temperature group requires 
the higher temperatures for maximum performance. 

Given night minimums of 46° the first, fast group tolerates the low 
temperature and produces high quality to most efficient advantage. The 
second, intermediate group flowers very slowly and frequently unevenly. 
The third, slow group often goes blind or becomes extremely negative. 

Given night minimums of 50° the fast group flowers rapidly. Under low 
light conditions spikes are often too short and non-continuous. With the 
brighter days of early spring, performance is markedly improved. The 
intermediate group requires this minimum for winter flowering and 
tolerates well somewhat higher temperatures for spring crops. The slow 
group continues to vegetate. 

Given night minimums of 54° and higher the fast group is forced too 
rapidly with premature flowering on shortened, thin stems. The inter- 
mediate varieties also mature too rapidly. Short spikes and lowered 
quality are the result.

Fibrous Begonias are a necessity item for spring bedding sales. 
They are used extensively in combination work and are also 
popular house plants throughout the year. 


Production from seed is simple. January sowing produces 
plants for spring bedding work. The fine seed is lightly pressed 
into a sterilized fibrous medium. The seed is kept moist, not 
covered, and germinates best at 60 to 70 degrees. An eco- 
nomical method has been to shift the seedlings to flats spaced 
2 x 2 inches and grow them on until they become crowded. 
Then transfer to 3- or 4-inch pots. 


Potting soil should contain one part peat, one part sand and 
one part soil—a fibrous medium that will not pack is essential. 
To keep the plants moving, a temperature of 60 degrees is best. 
The plants do well in shade or full sun, but are best shaded 
during the summer. 


Try monthly sowings from August to March for a constant 
supply to meet your customer’s demand.

Pansy seed may be sown anytime between January and April 
in the greenhouse or outdoors from July to September. Plants 
from a January to April greenhouse sowing will flower all sum- 
mer until frost. Plants from an outdoor July to September sowing 
will be strong enough to winter over outdoors covered with a 
loose mulch that keeps the soil frozen so the plants do not heave 
out of the ground. They will bloom for sale the following Spring. 

Sow seed thinly and evenly in a sandy loam covered about 
Vg inch with pulverized soil. The seedlings are transplanted to 
flats or a hotbed and spaced 1 inches each way, thus 
hardening off prior to spacing 8 inches each apart in the out- 
door beds. 

The outdoor beds should be situated on the east or north side 
of a house for summer shade or be covered with lath to pro- 
tect the plants from the heat of the summer sun. The soil must 
be loose and rich; the beds must be kept weeded; the plants 
watered thoroughly twice a week during dry weather.

STOCK CULTURE 


Stocks are very satisfactory for Winter and Spring 
flowering. Sowing the seed in August and benching 
in October, the first flowers may be cut before Christ- 
mas if additional light (40-60 watt lamps spaced 5 feet) 
is used. Without this aid, the crop will come into flower 
in January. Continuity of bloom may be obtained by 
successive sowings. This non-branching type, which 
has come into general use, should be planted 3 inches 
in the row and 6 inches between rows, producing a 
single stem. The branching types should be planted 
8 x 8 inches and topped when 6 inches tall to produce 
side shoots of sufficient length. 

Flowering of stocks only occurs when the tempera- 
tures are below 60 degrees for the greater part of the 
night. To secure the greatest percentage of doubling, 
the largest and most vigorous plants should be 
selected.
